fisherfolk whose presence caused so much anxiety 
tothe passengers and crow of the Asia, “From 
information which has reached us recently, 
there is reason to believe that most enorgotic 
éfforts aro boing mado to discover his whore- 
abouts, and to resene him’ from his doubtless 
“porilous -sitastion, Up to Thursday morning 
tho “towboat sont from Shanghai to’ ‘tho 
scone of tho wrack had not succooded ia 
finding the missing mon, British gunboats 
from Hongkong areon the scone, but there is no 
information to the effect that any armed force 
has been landed to continue the search ‘ashore.

THE LOOTED ‘CARGO. 


Tho Aaia horsolf is a total wreck. According 
| to information, recsived hore from Wonchow, | 
the shiphas alist to port offabout thirty degrees, 
and is submerged up to the No, 4 hatoh..: It 
sooms thet the fishermen after removing all tho 

cargo and fittings that they could lay haude_ 
} on, sot fire to tho ship and escsped round 
Hoachu Island with their booty. The only. 
portion of tho cargo not submerged consists of 
allk, valued at shout £10,000, which was stowed 
on the No. 2orlopdeck. Only by prompt action 
on the part of the native authorities oan any 
part of this silk be recovered. Tho salvage of 
the rest will be impossible, without the employ- 
ment,of divers, and from thé description given 
by one of the passengors of the vessel, it seems 
probable that, in the event of heavy weather, 
the ship might slip back into deep water, and 
thus render the work of aslvage more difficult 
than it fs at present. :
